A YEAR AGO IN MY MESSAGE to the Congress on the Mutual 
Security program, I described it as both essential to our security 


and important to our prosperity. Pointing out that our expendi-|' 


tures for mutual security are fully as important to our national 
defense as expenditures for our own forces, I stated that the 
mutual security program is not only grounded in our deepest self- 
interest but springs from the idealism of the American people 


which is the true foundation of 

It rests upon five a 
propositions: 

(1) That peace is a matter 
of vital eoncern to all man- 
kind; 

(2) That. to keep the peace, 
the free world must remain de- 
fensively strong; 

(3) That the achievement of 
a peace which is just depends 
upon promoting a rate of world 
economic progress, particu- 
larly among the peoples of the 
less developed nations, which 
will inspire hope for fulfill- 
ment of their aspirations; 

(4) That the maintenance of 
the defensive strength of the 
free world, and help to the 
less developed, but determined 
and hard working, nations to 
achieve a reasonable rate of 
economic growth are a com- 
mon résponsibility of the free 
world community; 


(5) That the United States 
cannot shirk its responsibility 
to co-operate with all other 
free nations in this regard. 

It is my firm conviction that

The overwhelming sup- 
port of the vast majority of 
our citizens leads us inexorably 
to mutual security as a fixed 
national policy.

Following World War 
II, an analysis showed conclu- 
sively that strategic bombing 
had not destroyed the war pro- 
duction of Nazi Germany. It was 
a contributing, but not the de- 
cisive, factor in achieving ulti- 
mate victory. 


The war in Japan ended on a 
different note. The atomic bomb 
encouraged once more the belief 
that an ultimate weapon would 
allow the United States to im- 
pose a sort of Pax Americana 
on the world. The corollary was 
that conventional military forces 
would have little or no value in 
the new era. 


It seemed clear that nuclear 
weapons represented destructive- 
ness at a cheap price. This point 
was important because of the 
need to replace the armed forces 
demobilized so wastefully at the 
end of World War II in the furor 
to “bring the boys home.” To 
have rebuilt similar forces would 
have been costly both in dollars 
and in political ‘‘face.”’

Having taken his advanced work 
in physics at the University of 
Berlin, Szilard knew there were 
German scientists capable of this 
same development: In June of 
1945, Szilard drafted a petition 
to President Truman signed by 
about 60 Manhattan Project sci- 
entists asking that the bomb not 
be used against Japanese cities. 

IT IS AN EXTRAORDINARY 
experience to talk with the man 
who has had such an intimate 
part in the greatest discovery in 
recorded history. Despite the 
rapid onset of his illness, he 
speaks with a lightning swiftness 
enlivened by flashes of humor, 
But there can be no mistaking 
the almost despairing urgency 
with which he poses the ques- 
tions that he believes must be 
answered if mankind is to avert 
catastrophe. 


To give concreteness to his pro- 
posals, he visualizes a new war 
crisis in the Middle East with 
the United States joiiing Turkey 
and other friendly powers in a 
threat of nuclear war against 
Russia. The Soviets respond by 
naming three American cities 
from the “‘permissible”’ list of 20 
which they say they will destroy 
if the offensive is pushed. 

They make this threat knowing 
full well that if it is carried out 
the United States will name three 
comparable Russian cities from 
a similar ‘“‘permissible’’ list and 
destroy them when they have 
been evacuated.

Leader Johnson's surprise attachment of a 
voting rights bill to a minor Missouri school 
measure. Now the confusion begins, and it is 
compounded by the fact that three different 
plans have been proposed. 

Last year the Civil Rights Commission found 


that, despite federal efforts to protect voting 


under the 1957 law, only 25 per cent of eligi- 
ble Southern Negroes were registered, as 
against some 60 per cent of their white neigh- 
bors. The commission thereupon suggested 
that the President be authorized to name fed- 
eral registrars. These officers could register 
voters for federal elections upon a finding of 
discrimination by the commission. 

President Fisenhower proved reluctant to 
support a megsure which put him in the mid- 
die of such cases. So Attorney General Rogers 
later offered a plan to let the federal courts 
appoint referees to guard voting rights in 
federal and state elections. 

- . « 

Mr. Rogers was quick to point out that the 
commission proposal would not aid voting 
rights in state elections. Moreover, this plan 
denends entirely on an administrative investi- 
gation of discrimination, which would invite 
prolonged court tests and delaying actions. 

The Attorney General's bill eliminates the 
first drawback but enhances thé second. Under 
this measure, his office would first have to 
file injunction proceedings... Then federal 
judges and their appointed referees would 
each be required to investigate voting denials 
before the judge could issue a restraining 
order. Even then the right to vote would not 
definitely be granted, but if local officials de- 
nied it, they would be subject to contempt pro- 
ceedings. This process seems unnecessarily 
extended and subject to constant litigation. 

Now Senator Hennings of Missouri has com- 
bined the better aspects of both proposals in 
a compromise plan which is the best of the 
three. He would authorize Justice Depart- 
ment suits under the 1957 law and judicial 
findings of voting discrimination in both fed- 
eral and state elections, as in the Administra- 
tion bill. But then the President would be di- 
rected to name registrars to admit qualified 
avnlicants to the polls, as in the commission 
bill. Challenged ballots would be laid aside 
and the challenges heard after the election.

The Hennings plan is reasonably direct and 
simple. It limits the arena for legal entangle- 


‘ments, and assures the right to vote first of 


all. In this respect, it places the burden of 
proving that a citizen is not qualified to vote 
on those who would deny him that right, thus 
reversing the present procedure in which the 
citizen may be subjected to unreasonable tests 
of his qualification. 

Missouri's senior Senator has offered the 
Senate an effective program, but whatever 
happens in the ensuing controversy, one thing 
is certain. Neither major party, and no seri- 
ous presidential aspirant, can afford to be 
dissociated from the effort to extend the basic 
right of the ballot. The denial of voting in the 
world's leading democracy is an especially 
discomfiting fact in this campaign year. 


Creen Light for Stadium 

The building of a 55,000-seat stadium, to- 
gether with other improvements in the 30- 
block area south and west of the riverfront 
national park, seems assured so far as the 
city government is concerned. Alderman A. 
Rarney Mueller of the Housing and Land 
Clearance Committee has announced that his 
group will recommend adontion of the neces- 
sary enabling legislation. Favorable action by 
the full board and approval by Mayor Tucker 
seem ‘assured. 

The committee will hold another meeting 
to hear the objections of some property own- 
ers in the area which is to be declared 
blighted. Full information.about the use of 


‘all affected property, however, already has 


been given by-the Land Clearance and Hous- 
ing Authority. It is highly improbable that 
a survey being made for the dissidents can 
add anything to this. 

The really important question for the com- 
mittee was whether or not the stadium project 
was contingent on the completion in every 
detail of the adjacent federal memorial. James 
P. Hickok, chairman of the stadium commit- 


tee. reassured the aldermen on this score. As 
‘a matter of fact. now that the railroad tracks 


are being moved, a fairly impressive down- 
town park is assured. Last week's discourag- 
ing failure of the House Appropriations Com- 


‘mittee to recommend adequate funds by no 


means indicates that the complete national 
park design will not be realized. A skirmish 
was lost by the city, not a campaign. 

The decision to build the stadium no matter 


/ what the Government does is genuine evi- 
‘dence that St. Louis means to lift itself by its 


own boot-straps. Even Washington should be 
impressed. The spirit of St. Louis is, not one 
of easy discouragement, but rather one of 
firm determination to overcome all obstacles 


‘to progress.

It is encouraging to learn that the Minute- 
man, our solid-fueled intercontinental ballis- 
tic missile, is several months ahead of sched- 
ule and will be flight-tested at least by De- 
cember. This is the best news concerning 
long-range missiles since announcement near- 
ly a year ago that Polaris, the missile designed 
for atomic submarines, was well ahead of 
schedule. | 

Polaris and Minuteman will be our first 
solid-fueled> long-range missiles. When per- 
fegted, they will represent a major advance 
over the liquid-fueled, first-generation Jupi- 
ter, Thor, Atlas and Titan. Being 
these four missiles require a half-hour or 
more of preparation for launching. Atlas and 
Titan will be fired from concreted deep pits 


- at a permanent base. They are more com- 


plicated and less rugged than Polaris and 
Minuteman= 

The great advantage to be derived from 
Polaris and Minuteman is that solid fuel will 
allow them to be mobile. The Polaris-firing 
submarine will be able to range the oceans 
in jts hidden depths. The railroad car and 
the truck will make Minuteman as mobile and 
invulnerable as it is possible for a missile to 
be gn land. ’

‘Planned Progress,’ Chapter III 

Supervisor McNary’s press agent has now 
made public the third chapter of the McNary 
program of “planned progress.” Like 
ters I and II, this one is mild, generally in- 
nocuous and occasionally ambiguous. It looks 
ee like a substitute for action than action 
i : 

We confess some concern over the proposal 
to appoint a committee of experts to evaluate 
the county's zoning needs in “realistic” terms, 
and to suggest modifications that might be 
necessary in the recently completed land use 
provosal. 

The suggested land use plan to which Mr. 
McNary refers, as well as the land use in- 
ventory oh which it is based, was ‘developed 
by a professional planning firm hired bv the 
Council at a cost exceeding $85,000. If the 
county now needs more expert advice, why 
not seek it from its own advisers in the Coun- 
ty Planning Commission” 

Instead of calling in a committee that micht 
rip the work of the professional planners to 
shreds, Mr. McNary ouvht first to do what 
needs to be done with the proposal at hand. 
His job is to persuade the Council to adont 
it for the unincorporated areas; to lead the 98 
municipalities into going along with -it in 
their jurisdictions, and to pave the way for 
legislative changes that will make the couvntv- 
wide plan substantiallv effective ree*rdiess 
of the attitude of individual communities. 

The “Sunervisor’s pledge that the County 
Administration wil provide every possible 
co-operation with the Columbia Bottoms in- 
dustrial park develooment is a hapny report 
of an intention. Put with resnect to the arc- 
cess road that is the county's chief resvonsi- 
bility, he gives no inkline of how he would 
solve the money problem that it invelves. Nor 
does Mr. McNary give any sien that he is 
aware of the very real possibility that pvhblic 
financing of levees, sewage facilities and in- 
terim roads may be necessary to get the proj- 
ect underway. 

Other aspects of “planned progress,” in- 
cluding the need for a new county administra- 
tion building and the expansion of effective 
fire protection, are obvious; the problem is to 
meet these needs, not merely to call attention 
to them. 

Mr. McNary began publishing his outline of 
“planned progress” in December on the eve 
of his first anniversary in office. Now, hav- 
ing produced a plethora of plans for progress, 
his responsibility is to see that some of them 
are carried out. As a starter, he ought to see 


‘what can be done to guide. the land use plan 


through the Council. ‘ 


For More Than Books 

St. Louis was properly impressed by. the 
dignitaries of the art world who came to town 
for the opening of the show of 117 of Morton 
D. May's paintings in St. Louis University’s 
new library. Yet those who have seen the 
display—which will hang until July 4—prob- 
ably were equally impressed by the way the 
art works and the building complemented 
each other. This is expected of a first class 
museum, but libraries are for books and few 
of them can be as happily transformed into 
galleries as this new building—and without 
interfering with its primary function. 

The Rev. Maurice B. McNamee, S.J., chair- 
mén of the university's fine arts committee, 
says this was anticipated. “The hanging of 
paintings in the library,” he said, “reflects our 
view that one should live with art instead of 
visiting it.” This means, incidentally, that 
the library can be used to supplement the in- 
adequate space of the City Art Museum. It 
can—and no doubt it will—afford local collec- 
tors as well as those at a distance an opportu- 
nity to share the enjoyment of their treasures 
with the public. 

The display of the May collection, we trust, 
will prove to be but the first of such contribu- 
tions to the cultural life of the community. 


Is ROTC Worth While? 
’ The Michigan State University senate has 
voted, 400 to 248, in favor of making basic 
ROTC training optional rather than compul- 
sory. Such military training is optional at 
most private colleges. But the Morrill Act 
of 1862, which established the land-grant col- 
leges, required them to offer military train- 
ing, and most of them made it compulsory. 
Now a general reconsideration of this policy 
seems to be setting in. The issue has been 
raised recently also at Wisconsin, Ohio State 
and California. | 
Princeton several years ago took the lead 
in criticizing the quality of the training actu- 
ally provided by the armed services in their 
ROTC courses. The college maintained that 
its own faculty could offer more and better 
instruction than was provided by officer-pro- 
fessors. The Michigan State faculty has gone 
a step farther by proposing a freshman course 
in the international aspects of political-mili- 
tary affairs. Apparently this would call for 
no time on the drill field or the rifle range. 
The Pentagon seems of two minds. Secre- 
tary o. the Army Brucker says two years of 
compulsory training are vital to national de 
fense. :The Navy seems to place more reli- 
ance on the relatively small number of col- 
lege students it trains under its Holloway 
scholarships. Charles C. Finucane, Assistant 
Secretary of Defense for Manpower, says the 
question of compulsory training is one for 
each college and university to decide for it- 
self. In view of the pressure for higher aca- 
demic standards, especially in the sciences, 
students certainly ought not to spend time 
on military training of doubtful value. The 
Pentagon should offer clearer guidance as 
to the value of basic ROTC work.

In “Odd Man In,” 
opened at the A »ericary Theater 
last night, Scott McKay, as a 
stranded motorist. wanders into 
the empty Kentish cottage of 
Ann Sheridan to use the tele- 
phone, swallows a draught of 
sleeping medicine, thinking it is 
whisky, and promptly passes out 
in deep slumber on a bed which 


just happens to be in the living’ 


room (painters have taken. over 
upstairs) 

Miss Sheridan. who has been 
walking in the garden after tak- 
ing her dose of the sedative. 
comes in, turns off the lights 
and piles unknowingly and sleep- 
ity into bed beside him. Fifteen 
minutes later her very British 
husband, played by Michael 
Clarke-Laurence, walks in. 

Preposterous, of course, but 
amusing to start with in this 
adaptation by Robin Maugham 
of a French farce by Claude 
Magnier. The question then 


arises of how long this situation 
can be parlayed without out- 
wearing its usefulness. The 
answer is, longer than you'd 
think possible, but not long 
enough 

M. Maenier is fairly ingenious 


in reworking the angles of this 
summer-weight farce to squeeze 
out different facets of the sit- 
uation. From uncertain indigna- 
tion and wrath, the husband 
turns to trust and admiration of 
the breezy intruder as he stays 
overnight and into the next eve- 
ning. From scorn and cynicism 
for the bachelor’s specious line, 
the wife turns to all-out adora- 
tion, so much so that the bach- 
elor is alarmed at the prospect 
of a divorce and wedding, with 
him the victim. 

The trio of actors, the entire 
cast, are facile farceurs, and 
toss the comic ball glibly and 
adroity among them, as Tink- 
ers to Evers to Chance. But 
there simply’ isn’t enough mate- 


rial to go all the way. 


The first act is fairly clever 
and funny. The second is not at 
all bad in spots, but begins to 
labor a bit as repetition sets in. 
Maginer shifts here from the 
guileless innocence of the first 
act to the risque. 

The third act staggers. It 
seems contrived, as if the whole 
business were to be wound up 
as speedily as possible. Certain- 
ly the first two acts aren't 
subtle, but this is obvious.

NEW YORK, ett 16—John 
McGraw made the gravest 
mistake of an otherwise nota- 
ble career when, in a fit of 
pique, he drove the Yankees 
out of the Polo Grounds almost 
40 years ago. 

“Let them build their own 
ball park in Queens,” he 
snapped. ‘‘No one ever will find 
them over there.” 

When the Yankees were of- 
fered refuge in the Polo 
Grounds after their own hilltop 
park had burned down, they 
were nobodies. But the arrival 
on the scene of Babe Ruth 
changed that. For the first 
time they challenged the lordly 
Giants in fan appeal and, Mc- 
Graw’s jealous resentment in- 
creased. 

However, the Bombers didn’t 
go to Queens to get lost. They 
merely built a stadium on the 
other side of the Harlem river 
in 1923 and prospered mightily. 
A changing city grew up around 
the Polo Grounds and so stran- 
gled it that the Giants fled to 
San Francisco. Now the Yan- 
kees are being squeezed as re- 
gards space and there isn’t 
much they can do about it.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16. 
NEVER A DULL MOMENT, eh, dear hearts? We just get 
Charles Van Doren safely laid to rest when Jack Paar takes 
‘what may be the most celebrated walk since Alfred E. ‘Smith’s. 
Mercifully, the medium is never static and its effect on 
= personality is devastating. 

My own position in the 
affaire Paar, in the remote 
event that anyone cares, is 
that Jack Paar is an excit- 
ing personality, a man of 
conviction who restored a 
bit of television’s gee- 
what’s-going - to - happen - 
next? quality. But—let’s 
face it—Paar is also an 
emotional infant. In walk- 
ing out on his own show, 
he was acting like a 6- 
year-old. 

The particular joke that 
caused all the rumpus is 
not worth the excitement 
—at least the version I 
heard, though Paar has a 
way of making dirty jokes 
even dirtier—but the frank 
fact of the matter is that

gomewhere and it elected to draw it there. NBC has a re- 
Sponsibility in this matter. Paar’s material has been getting 
~pretty blue. The network has-been getting complaints. 

. “In the exercise of its proper responsibility to 
the public, NBC deleted this passage because they 
consider the passage in bad taste.”” You can’t quarrel 
with that statement. The final responsibility is NBC’s. 
The network would be remiss if it had evaded its 
responsibility. While NBC might have picked a better 
line to get tough about, it could not properly back 
down, having once taken a stand, and I think Paar was 
wrong to make an issue of it. 


It’s hardly as if great principles of free speech were 
fnvolved. Paar has always been given enormous latitude in 
the show—which is one of the reasons for its success. There’s 
not a comedian in the business who has not had jokes snipped 
out by NBC censors, a tradition that goes way back to Fred 
Allen, Eddie Cantor, Rudy Vallee. And there’s not a one 
who didn’t complain bitterly and many times justifiably. But . 
they didn’t walk out. They went on anyhow and made the 
best of it, which is the show business tradition. 

Still, it’s easy to be sensible on the sidelines. The 
pressures of this business are monumental and Paar man- 
aged to keep his show operating week in week out for three 
years. No wonder he blew his top. An hour and three 
quarters a night. It’s a frightening job and the measure of 
Paar’s ability to do it well can be best gauged by the fact 
that nobody else did it half so well when he took a vacation. 

Some prickly, electric, vibrant quality dropped out 
when' he was away—even though it was largely the 
same show, and largely the same people. Paar always 
assumed everyone was after him; he never let down 

his guard—and he had a tongue like an adder—and 

this meant everyone else kept his guard up while he 

was on the premises. The moment he wasn’t on the 
premises, everyone relaxed and the show went to 
pot a little. Meanwhile, the pressure, the fame, the 
attacks in the press (many of them justified, many of 
them not) were beginning to unsettle him. He was— 

as Frank Sullivan once said of John O’Hara—‘“‘the 

master of the fancied slight.” He could detect an 

insult where none was intended at five miles, 


I caught only the very end of the act as Paar was be- 
ginning to choke up and say that NBC had been “‘swell” to 
him and he’d been pretty wonderful to NBC, too. ‘Nothing 
in his life became him like the leaving it,” I fell to thinking, 
largely because it was so magnificently inappropriate. ‘To 
throw away the dearest thing he owned as ’twere a Careless 
trifle.” Well, that part’s true enough. Paar always does 
that. He gets so high in the world and then he kicks himself 
in the teeth. 

If this issue hadn’t cropped up, he’d have created another 
one. He’s a thin-skinned guy. “Dear hearts, I kid you not”

CLEVELAND, -Feb. 16. 

“YOU'VE GOT TO KEEP 
SMILING,” James S.. Campbell 
commanded. as he stalked back 
and forth in the little hospital 
room. 

The boy in the bed smiled. For 
a moment, the 13-year-old patient 
seemed to forget he was here 
because his right leg had been 
cut off in a railroad accident. 

But the prancing, dancing vis- 
itor promptly reminded Bernard 
Bidmar of his disability. 

“Look at me,” Campbell Said. 
*You’d never suspect that I’m 
wearing two artificial legs, would 
you? I lost both my legs in an 
accident like yours when I was 
16. But that didn’t stop me from 
getting around. Once you get 
used to your new leg, you'll get 
around better than I do... .” 

Campbell, owner of one of the 
largest companies specializing in 
the manufacture of artificial 
limbs, had come to Huron Road 
Hospital to present the boy with 
the gift of a new leg—without 
charge. : 

Discreet ‘inquiry*had convinced 
him that the $400 price tag would 
be a severe drain on the financial 
resources of the boy’s family. 
Promptly, Campbell added Ber- 
nard’s name to the list of more 
than 100 beneficiaries te whom he 
has donated more than $100,000 


worth of artificial limbs in the 
past three decades. 

“I don’t want any credit for 
that,” Campbell insists. ‘‘My re- 
ward is the feeling that I’ve done 
something worthwhile for other 
people. Also, I’m just doing for 
others what was done for me by 
a most remarkable man.” é 

That man was Dr. George L. 
Wilson. He burst into Campbell’s 
life in its darkest hour at Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

Campbell had run away from 
his father’s farm in Kentucky as 
a teen-age boy. Thén, deciding 
to return, he hopped an eastbound 
freight train in St. Louis. 

Changing trains at Terre 
Haute, he slipped, fell, and felt 
both his legs crunched off under 
the wheels of a freight car. 

He was sulking in bitter, friend- 
less despair in Union Hospital 
when Dr. Wilson entered his 
room. 

‘Young man,”’ he said, ‘“‘stop 
being sorry for yourself. I lost 
a leg the same way you did when 
I was your age—and I got over 
it” 

In addition to becoming a doc- 
tor, Wilson had begun manufac- 
turing .artificial limbs for him- 
self and others. “I’m going to 
give you a pair of new legs for 
Christmas,” he told Campbell. 
And he did. 

When the farm boy recovered 
sufficiently to hobble out of the 
hospital, he went to work for his 
benefactor, learning how to make

leg when he fell 


and fit artificial limbs. He also 
learned of Dr. Wilson’s custom 
of giving away his products to 
anyone who couldn’t afford to 
buy them. . 

“Dad Wilson died happy in 
February 1952, at the age of 101,” 
Campbell recalled. 

One of ‘the things that made 
Dr. Wilson happy was the fact 
that his legless, protege had 
moved to Cleveland, and become 
the owner of the Bryant and 
Campbell Co., and adopted the 
physician’s custom of giving the 
gift of walking to men, women 
and children who might other- 
wise be immobile. 

High on, Campbell’s list is 
Linda, a 5-year-old crippled girl 
who was dying of cancer. She 
was able to walk on her custom- 
tailored artificial legs for less 
than a ycar. Every step she 
took brought real joy to Linda, 
her parents, and Campbell. 

The manufacturer feels a thrill 


_of pride every time one of Cleve- 


land’s leading heart specialists 
performs delicate, life-saving sur- 
gery. Iwenty years ago, this 
doctor was a disconsolate boy 
who had lest a leg in a school 
accident. Jimmy Campbell re- 
stored both his locomotion and 
his self confidence with the gift 
of any artificial leg.

Johnson treats adolescents with humor and kindness. He 
reminds us that they are not developed evenly, tither 
emotionally or physically, as a. group or as individuals.

They worry twice as mauch over school 
marks aS over any other problem and there are problems 
for the under-achiever and for the brilliant but bored. 

As ane boy wrote, “It’s nice to have a girl friend of the 
opposite sex,”’ but this, too, leads to conflict. The author has 
some excellent suggestions for junior high parties, doesn't 
feel smooching indicates psychopathic behavior, and sym- 
pathizes with the girl who said to her mother, “‘You’re not 
supposed to kiss a boy at school; you’re not supposed to 
kiss him on a date; you’re not supposed to kiss him at a 
party; when are you supposed to kiss a boy?” 


Remember their 
pressures for decisions, (He tallied up 263 decisions 
in one school day.) But best of all are his kind words 
for parents, as he attacks the misguided practice of 
blaming parents for their children’s shortcomings.

A child from birth has a potential character of his own 
and “it is a delusion for the parent to think that he 
alone is wholly responsible for how the child turns 
out.” Parents should not expect re to be perfect 
nor should they take it for granted that each genera- 
tion will excel the last. ek 


His comforting words: 3 

“I think we must be satisfied to give birth to our children, 
to feed and clothe them, to love them (most of the time), to 
advise them when we feel sure about something, to answer 
their questions, to set up some guideposts for them, and to 
enjoy them (when we can).

Shock Therapy | 


“Dear Dr. Molner: _ 

“l READ YOUR ARTICLE on electroshock- therapy. 
Could you please write one on insulin shock, and enlarge on 
the good as well as the bad after effects of same. M.S.” 


Electroshock and insulin shock are (or have been) used 
for precisely the same purpose. In all candor I must say that 
we do not know exactly why this shock treatment works. We 
do, however, know that it helps. 


It would not be fair to give anyone the idea that 
it is a certain remedy. Sometimes it works, and some- 
times it doesn’t; sometimes it works partially, some- 
times it gives temporary results and has to be re- 
peated. 


The purpose iy to use it in certain types of mental (or 
rather emotional) disorders. The condition known as ‘“‘de- 
pression”—which is just what the name implies—is one in 
which shock therapy is effective when all other known treat- 
ments fail. And, of course, there are other varieties of emo- 
tional illness in which shock therapy is used. 

The point is that, whatever the reason, thjs shock treat- 
ment serves to jolt the patient out of a morbid attitude toward 
life, and let him reform his viewpoint into a no al, healthy 
one. By long experience, psychiatrists have learned to know 
with considerable precision which cases are likely to respond. 

So the question now comes down to whether electro or 
insulin shock thérapy is better. Records kept over a period 
of many years show that insulin shock has no greater per- 


_ centage of success than that of electroshock, or, for that mat- 


ter, other forms of treatment in appropriate cases. 


On the other hand, insulin is more dangerous than 
electroshock. It does carry a certain risk. A psychi- 
atrist whom I consulted on this told me that, in his 
work at a large mental hospital a few years ago, about 
one patient a year died from going into a coma which 
could not be halted. 


While the percentage may not be very large, the loss of 
one single human life is not to be condoned if there is any 
way to prevent it. 


This same psychiatrist added, “there is no doubt that 


some patients seem to improve during the time that they are 
receiving insulin, but statistical studies have shown that the 
percentage that improve with insulin is no greater than with 
many pther forms of therapy which do not carry a mortality.” 

For that reason, the use of instlin shock, while it may 
not be entirely abandoned, has been given up by nearly all 
of the major medical centers. : .

THE VOLUNTEER SOLDIER 
in the American Civil War used 
a clumsy muzzle-loading rifle, 
lived chiefly on salt pork and 
hardtack, and retained to the 
very end a loose-jointed, inform- 
al attitude toward the army: But 
despite all of the surface differ- 
ences, he was blood brother to 
the G. I. Joe of modern days. 

He was basically a civilian in 
arms. A volunteer, he lived for 
the day when he could leave the 
Army forever. His attitude to- 


ward discipline was essentially. 


one of careless tolerance. He 
refused to hate his enemies and 
he seemed to be fighting chiefly 
so that he could some day get 
back to Mom’s cooking. 


What set the Civil War sol- 
dier apart was the fact that he 
came from a less sophisticated 
society. The America of the 


1860s lacked the ineffable ad- 


vantages of radio, television and 
moving pictures. It was still es- 
sentially a rural nation, and 
there was more of a backwoods, 
hayseed-in-the-hair flavor to the 
people. 

The drill sergeants repeatedly 
found that among the raw re- 
cruits there were men so 
abysmally untaught that they 
did not know left from right. 
To teach these lads how to 
march, the sergeants would tie 
a wisp of hay to the left foot 
and then a wisp of straw to the 
right; then, setting the men to 
march, they would chant, “Hay- 
foot, straw-foot .. .” until every- 
body had caught on. 

Because of his unsophistica- 
tion, the ordinary soldier usual- 
ly joined up with very romantic 
ideas, Army life rubbed the ro- 
mance off just as rapidly then as 
it does now. Right at the start, 
soldiering had an almost idyllic 
quality; if it faded .xapidly, the 
memory of it remained through 
all the rest of life. 

An Illinois recruit, writing 
home from training camp, con- 
fessed: “It is fun to lie around, 
face unwashed, hair uncombed, 
shirt unbuttoned, and everything 
un-everythinged. It sure beats 
Clerking.” 

There was,a regiment recruit- 
ed in northern Pennsylvania in 
1861 known as the Bucktails, and 
in mid-spring these youthful 
soldiers were ordered to rendez- 
vous at Harrisburg. So they 
marched to the north branch 
of the Susquehanna, where they 
built rafts. Then they. floated 
down the river, singing and 
firing their muskets and having 
a gay old time. They served 
through the worst of the war, 
getting badly shot up, but they 
never forgot the picnic air of 
those first few days. 


Discipline in those early regi- 
ments was pretty sketchy. The 
men were recruited locally, 
and everybody knew. every- 
body else. The privates never 
saw any sense in being formal 
with their officers, most. of 
whom were elected to their 
jobs by the enlisted men. 


A New York regiment, drilling 
on a hot parade ground, heard 
a private address his company 
com thus: “Say, Tom, 
let’s quit this darn foolin’ around 
and go over to the sutler’s and 
get a drink.” ' 

Each regiment seemed to have 
its own mythology. The Forty- 
Eighth New York was said to 
have an unusually large number 
of ministers serving not as chap- 
lains bit as combat soldiers. 
When ¢rey were posted in a 
Swamp to build fortifications, it 
was noted that all hands became 
excessively profane, including 
the one-fime clergymen. 

A visiting general asked the 
regiment’s lieutenant colonel if 
he himself was a minister in pri- 


vate life. 


“Well, no, general,” said the 
officer. “I can’t say that I was 


' @ regularly ordained minister. I 


was just one of these ——- ——— 
local preachers.”

If the Civil War army spun 
queer tales about itself, it had to 
face a reality which was singu- 
larly unpleasant. One of the 
worst aspects was food. 


The armies enlisted no men 
as cooks. Often a company 
would simply be issued a quan- 
tity of provisions and invited 
to prepare the stuff as best it 
could. Later in the war, two 
men were detailed to cook. 
One army legend held that 
they were usually the least 
valuable soldiers, on the theory 
that they would do less harm 
in the cook shack than any- 
where else. 


When an army was on the 
march, the ration issue usually 
consisted of salt pork, hardtack 
and coffee. The hardtack was 
good, if fresh; with age, it 
usually got infested with weevils. 

In the Union Army, the soldier 
could supplement his rations (if 


he had money) Sy buying extras - 


from the sutler—a civilian. mer- 
chant functioning somewhat as 
the regular post exchange func- 
tions nowadays. The sutler 
charged high prices and special- 
ized in indigestibles; and it was 
noted that men who patronized

him regularly came down with 
stomach upsets. 

If Civil War cooking arrange- 
ments were impromptu, the 
same applied to its hospital sys- 
tems, The surgeons, usually, 
were good men by the standards 
of that day—which were low 
since no one knew anything 
about germs; it is common to 
read of a surgeon whetting his 
scalpel on the sole of his shoe 
just before operating. Hospital 
attendants were detailed from 
the ranks, and as a result, sick 
and wounded men often got 
atrocious care. 

From first to last, . approxi- 


mately twice as many Civil War | 


soldiers died of disease as died 
in action; and in addition, a 
great many more got medical 
discharges. 

The Northern government set 
up a number of base hospitals 
in northern states, on the theory 
that a man would recuperate 
better back home. Unfortunately, 
the hospitals thus established 
were under local control, and 
thousands of men who were sent 
north for convalescence never 
returned to the army. On top of 
this, many men had very little 
understanding of the require- 
ments of military discipline. A 
homesick boy might go home to 
see the folks. A man from a 
farm might slip off to put in a 
crop. Neither would look on him- 
self as a deserter. 

Armies of occupation always 
tend to bear down hard on civil- 
ian property in enemy territory. 
Union armies bore down with 
especial fervor. The Northern 


‘soldier had strong feelings about 


the evils of secession. Even 
when the army command tried 
earnestly to prevent looting and 
individual foraging, officers at 
lower levels seldom tried hard 
to carry out the high command’s 
order. . \ 

William Tecumseh Sherman 
has come down in history as the 
very archetype of the Northern 
soldier who believed in pillaging 
and looting; yet during the first 
years of the war Sherman re- 
sorted to all manner of ferocious 
punishments to keep his men 
from despoiling Southern prop- 
erty. He had looters tied up by 
the thumbs, ordered court-mar- 
tial, issued any number of stern 
orders—and all to very little 
effect.

had changed radically. Tactics 
—in which the massed frontal 
assault figured prominently—had 
not yet been adjusted to the new 
rifles, and as a result, Civil War 
attacks could be-fearfully costly. 


It took the high command a 
long time to revise tactics to 
meet this changed situation, and 
battles ran up dreadful casualty 
lists. For an army to lose 25 
per cent of its numbers in a 
major battle was by n§ means 
uncommon. Individual units were 
sometimes nearly wiped out. 

But the discipline which took 
the Civil War soldier into action, 
while it may have been very 
sketchy by modern standards, 
was nevertheless highly effec- 
tive on the field of battle. Any 
armies that could go through 
Antietam, Franklin or Chicka- 
magua and come back for more 


had very little to learn about 
the business of fighting. 

Perhaps the Confederate Gen. 
D. H. Hill said it, oncé and for 
all. At Malvern Hill, George B. 
McClellan’s Army of the Poto- 
mac was driven back from Ricl- 
mond by Robert E. Lee’s Army 
of Northern Virginia in a bitter, 
confused fight which came at 
the end of a solid week of wear- 
ing, costly battles. At the end of 
the day Hill, looking out over the 
battlefield strewn with dead and 
wounded boys, shook his head, 
reflecting on the valor in at- 
tack and in defense the two 
armies had displayed, He never 
forgot. Long after the war was 
over he declared in substance: 
“Give me Confederate infantry 
and Yankee artillery, and I'll 
whip the world!” ;
